The week of September 1 to 1 
has been officially designated as 
“Child Traffic Safety Week” 
throughout Western Massachu¬ 
setts. Approximately 40 police 
departments, more than 300 re¬ 
tail grocery stores, and the Safety 
Council of Western Massachu¬ 
setts will sponsor the program in 
the interest of child safety. This 
traffic safety campaign, desig¬ 
nated for the protection of all 
children, will begin Monday. 

Stencils reading STOP-LOOK- 
WALK will be applied to side¬ 
walks surrounding schools in 
many Western Massachusetts 


communities. This important 
phase of the program reminds 
children to be careful when cross¬ 
ing streets. Records show that 
many child traffic accidents oc¬ 
cur as a result of a child darting 
into the street and into the side 
or path of a moving vehicle. The 
application of these stencils i3 
under the supervision of police 
departments, with the coopera¬ 
tion of their respective streets 
and highway departments. 

On September 2, paper bags 
and/or stuffers carrying a safe¬ 
ty message for motorists, parents 
and children will be distributed 
to shoppers throughout the area 
by local retail grocery stores. - 

Spot announcements and news 
releases aimed at motorists, par¬ 
ents and children will be dis¬ 
tributed to the news media in 
Western Massachusetts as a vital 
part of this public traffic safe¬ 
ty education program. 

Churches and synagogues will 
be requested to offer a prayer 
on Sunday, September 1, for the 
protection of our children and to 
remind their respective members 
to be extra careful when driving, 
especially in school and residen¬ 
tial areas where children are most 
likeiy to be encountered. 

With the opening of schools in 
September, thousands of children 
will be walking to and from 
school daily, some of them for the 
first time. It is the responsibility 
of every motorist to protect these 
children whether they are walk¬ 
ing or boarding or leaving a 
school bus. Everyone is urged not 
only to observe the week of Sep¬ 
tember 1-7 as Child Traffic Safety 
Week, but to let it serve as a re¬ 
minder that every week of the 
year is Child Traffic Safety Week.

LABOR DAY 1882 

Labor Day has been celebrated as a National Holiday since 1882. 
The idea was originated by Peter McGuire of the newly formed 
Carpenters Organization. 

On September 5, 1882, the first Labor Day was celebrated in 
New York. 10,000 people came to march along Fifth Avenue to the 
music of “Killarney” and other songs. Speech making, dancing and 
fireworks were all a part of the occasion. 

Peter McGuire founded the United Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and joiners of America in 1881 at a meeting in Chicago attended by- 
delegates from 36 industrial cities. He held the office of General 
Secretary in this organization for many years. He was by nature a 
reformer, agitator and popular philosopher and ranks with Samuel 
Gompers among the early labor leaders. 

By 1923 all the states had taken up the idea and the observa¬ 
tion of Labor Day. 

LABOR DAY 1963 

We are on the threshold of another Labor Day. And a vast 
change has taken place in this institution and the cause it stands for 
in the decades that have passed since its first observance. Labor 
has grown strong—stronger, very likely, than its leaders of another 
and simpler age could have imagined. 

Nowhere else in the world has labor earned arid gained so many 
material benefits as it has in the United States. The “blue collar” 
man has caught up with his “White collar” counterpart in earnings 
and living standards and in many instances passed him by. Labor 
can 'take well justified t>ride in this achievement. 

But the high status of labor, and labor’s power, involve another 
•element. That element is responsibility. Labor can no longer be
